PARIS, Nov. 18.—The United States Com- 
missioners are devoting to-day, as they did 


yesterday, to formulating their next pre- 


sentation for the consideration of the 
Spanish Commissioners. 

While the Americans are reticent as to 
their intents, it may be said without re- 
serve that the occasion is near upon which 
the exact’ peace térms acceptable to the 
American Commissioners will be laid be- 
fore the Spaniards, with a time Hmit for 
their acceptance. 

The American commissioners will not in- 
voive the ‘United States in any obligation 
to the creditors of Spain in any shape or 
form. In other words, the Americans will 
not guarantee any of the Spanish bonds, 
even though Sapain may have mortgaged 
a@s security the revenues of territory to be 
taken by the United States, 

As set forth in these dispatches on Oct. 
31, and previously, the United States may 
now balance its war ledger, debiting to 
Spain the value of the battleship Maine, 
the cost of the naval and military opera- 
tions, the losses incurred by American 
commerce and the future pension roll, etc., 
while on the other side of the sheet may 
be placed Spain’s equities and values in 
the Philippines. If a difference is found 
to exist in favor of Spain this amount, in 
cash, may be offered her by the American 
Commissioners at the next joint session 
here. What this balance may be is not 
definitely known, but it may be about $20,- 
000,0U0 or possibly less. The Americans may 
aiso require until next Monday or Tuesday 
to prepare the final presentation of their

SPAIN IS HELPLESS. 


Even Madrid Papers Urge the Futility 
of Holding Out Longer. 
eR aTON, Nov. 18.—The opinion 
ere is that the Spanish Peace Commission 
Will yield, though under protest, to the 
American demands. This is based to some 
extent on the assurance of such a result 
abled by Judge Day to the President. 
Another factor tending to confirm this 
impression is the tone of the Madrid press, 
Almost all the Spanish papers deprecate 
the dilatory proceedings at ruris, express- 
ing their belief that the United states 
Will decline arbitration and urging the 
Government to yleld quickly, since it is 
impossible for Spain to renew the struggie 
or to expect European assistance and tur- 
thermore because it would be better to 
cease wasting money and to concentrate 
attention upon Spain’s domestic affairs and 

the restoration of her finances. 

Phen, too, ail the special dispatcHes to 
ithe London papers from Paris express the 
belief that the Spanish Peace Commission- 
ers wil] yteld. 

There is no apprehension of serious 
trouble, but the obstinacy of the Spaniards 
ls working irritation. If there is a break 
in the negotiations, this Government will. 
after & reasonable time, proceed to take 
ossession of the territory claimed, and 
he Spanish garrisons in the West Indies 


‘and Philippines wlil be sent home, in Amer- 


jean transports if necessary. Spain cannot 
indulge in a show of force anvwh« re, as 
Bhe has no war vessels of consequence 
and she can make no contest on land. 

In the circumstances a military govern- 
ment will have to be maintained by the 
United States in all the former Spanish 
possessions. 

Spain can do nothing to regain posses- 
sion of what she has lost. There w ll be 
no foreign interference, and it is the opin- 
lon of those who take an optimistic view 
of the situation that Spain only can main- 
tain a gullen protest. as she did when 
Mexico obtained her liberty. 7 z

The woman is Mrs. John A. Clark of 714 
South Broadway. ‘She cailed at the Four 
Courts Friday in the belief that Hellman 
was contined there, instead of in the Clay- 
ton jail. : 

“T believe Ed Hellmann is one 
men who killed Charles Brant,” she 

She was asked why. 

‘“‘At the time of the murder,” she sai 
“Hellmann had a room at my house. 
next morning after the murder he 
there would be a lot of people arrested 
on suspicion and remarked: ‘Wouldn't it 
be funny if they should arrest me on gus- 
picion?’ 

“Hellman also had a room at my house 
when Ignatb Goldman was killed at Twen- 
ty-third and Olive streets. He disappeared 
immediately after that, and did not return 
until a short time before the Brant mur- 
der. 

‘“‘He never worked, but always seemed to 
have plenty of money. 

“If he had been locked up here I would 
have liked to confront him and _ remind 
him of the suspicious things he said and 
did and see what effect it would have up 
on him.’”’

A dense fog was the cause of the acci- 
dent. o 

The fog delayed the train and Engineer 
John Van Ostrand was endeavoring to 
make up time. His train was running at a 
high rate of speed, he believing there was 
nothing to obstruct a quick run to Jersey 
City. The first he knew that his train had 
run into the men was when the engine 
jarred. Then the cries of the men were 
heard, and he, as soon as possible, brought 
his train to a stop. 

Many of the male passengers got out and 
aided the trainmen in searching for the 
bodies of the victims. This was not an 
easy task in the fog. A train had passed 
on the westbound track a few minutes be- 
fore the eastbound train ran the men down. 
The smoke from the engine of the west- 
bound train went over on the eastbound 
track and the noise of the westbound train 
prevented the workmen on the eastbound 
track from hearing the approach of the 
eastbound train. They were not aware that 
the tra‘tn was near them until they had 
been scattered right and left. 

As soon as the news of the _ accident 
reached Jersey City Pennsylvania Railroad 
officials went to the Meadows and super-

When the eng:ne which struck the laborers 
reached the Pennsylvania depot in Jersey 
City, the cow catcher was red with blood 
from the men killed. A boy, after the en- 
gine had stopped, picked up a hand from 
the cow catcher.

DESPERATE CONVICTS. 
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Guard Shot and Killed and Both Prisoners Receive 
Wounds Which Will Probably Cause 
Their Death. 
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ATTEMPT TO ESCAPE FROM 
| THE OHIO PENITENTIARY:

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| The Men Had Secured Revolvers and Opened Fire on 
the Guard, Who Was Soon Reinforced by Prison 
Officials Who Succeeded in Overpower- 
ing the Convicts. 
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COLUMBUS. O., Nov. 18.—There was a 
desperate attempt meade by two convicts to 
escape from the penitentiary about 8 o'clock 
this morning. as a result of which Guard 
Charles ID. Lauterbach of Mount Vernon 
was shot and killed while convicts O'Neil 
and Atkinson received injuries of a serious 
nature and both are now in the prison hos- 
pital and may. die. 

By some means convicts O'Neill and At- 
kinson. who are serving fifteen years for 
robbery, obtained possession of a revolver 
and proceeded to carry out a bold plan to 
escape. One covered his face with a hand- 
kerchief and went into the broom shop 
where he held up Guard Lime and took his 
revolver. * Ile then returned to the hoe shop 
where the other man joined him and they 
opned fire upon Guard Lauterbach, who 
was in charge of that department. 

The guard was shot three times and al- 
most instantly kiiled. The sound of the 
shooting reached the other officials in the 
prison and they came on the run to. in- 
vestigate. Guard Gump was the first on 
the scene, and taking in the situation at 
a glance, opened fire on the two prisoners. 
This was returned and a regular battle 


was in progress until the revolvers of efi 
the participants were emptied. In the fray 
Convict Atkinson was shot down and s¢- 
riously injured, and as soon as the guns 
were emptied Guard Gump rushed in with 
his cane and almost beat O'Neill to death 
before the prisoner would surrender. The 
men were taken to the hospital, where 
their injnories were attended to. Atkinson 
was shot in the body, but ts not thought 
to be seriously hurt, but O'Neill wag so 
beat about the head that his injuries May 
result fatally. 
The other prisoners in the shop where the 
shooting occurred took no part tn the af- 
fair, but it is understood that they stood 
ready to follow if the efforts of the twe 
leaders proved successful. Previous te 
making the outbreak one of the two pris- 
oners forced a third man to place a ladder 
against the outside of the penitentiary wall 
so that when they had fought thelr way 
out of the shops they could shoot down the 
wall guard and make their escape by that 
route, 
it is not known how the first revolver 
was secured by the convicts, and at this 
time it is impossible to secure definite 
statements of the details of the shooting, 


was hurled to one side, and was badly in- 
jured internally. 

Of the men injured, Frank Schwaskie 
will probably die, and Frank Wangan is 
in a critical condgion. The dead men all 
lived in Jersey City. 

Dougherty was the man supposed to be 
on the outlook for approaching trains. He 
was a considerable distance up the track 
from the gang of laborers and he evidently 
did not see the train, for he gave no warn 
ing. His body was hurled 90 feet through 
the alr. 

The unknown man who was killed had 
only been put to work this morning.

It was shown in 
the evidence Friday that the prisoner had 
been warned about palming off the “phony 
coin.”” His defense was that the*bills were 
given to him in change at his hotel. 
Judge Adams’ instructions to the jury 
were pos:tive, and after five minutes’ delib- 
eration the¥ returned a verdict of guilty. 

“What have you to say?’ asked Judge 
Adams. The prisoner hung his head. 

“This is such a palpable fraud,”’ remarked 
the court, ‘“‘that I am inclined to think you 
have no explanat.on to offer.” 

“Well, the money was given to me, and I 
didn’t mean to wrong the Government,” 
Said Labue, sullenly. 

“Now, sir,’ said Judge Adams, “your 
Statements, Mr. Labue, are too flimsy. I 
shall sentence you to three years’ hard la- 
bor in the penitentiary.

There was consummated in St. Louis 
Thursday afternoon the largest deal in edi- 
ble nuts ever made, About 35 cars of Texas 
pecans, almost all the pecans on the mar- 
ket, were sold for an aggregate price of 
from $45,000 to $60,000. 

The deal has been in negotiation a week. 
Eastern speculators wanted to corner the 
pecan market. The great bulk of tne 
pecans marketed come from southern and 
Vestern Texas. St. Louis, as the great 
gnarket of the Southwest, is the great Sl 
nut market in the world, The pecan C10p 
of 1897 was exceptionally heavy. 5ix_ hun- 
dred car joads were snipped from Texas. 
Like every other fruit these nuts scarcely 
ever yield heavily in successive seasotris, 
and, anticipating that the crop of 18/5 | 
would ‘be light, some of the St. Louls mer- 
chants bought ali the pecans shipped from 
Texas and heid them in cold storage. The 
crop of 1898 was a failure and the St. Lou.s 
gen had all the pecans and a good thing. 
Zelle Brothers Commission Company hed 
about sixteen cars, and J. C. Crowders & 
©Co., Picker & Beardsley, the St. Louis Edl- 
ble Nut Company, and others had great 
quantities of nuts. 

In the spring they were not worth more 
than 2% and 3 cents, but when the crop 
of 1898 was known to have failed the nuts 
in St. Louis became valuable and the price 
went to #4 and 6 cents for last years 
nuts kept in cold storage and to 6 cents for 
the few new nuts. 

Wednesday the Zelle Co. sold its entire 
etock, and the sale was reported the 
Jargest ever made in the St. Louis pecan 
market. Thursday the other big pecan houses 
gold out, and it was announced Friday 
that Eastern speculators had bought all 
the pecans in St. Louis at handsome profits 
to the St. Louis commission men. Lr. 
Teas ale says of the deal: 

“We have actually been at work upon it 
about a month, and have closed it satis- 
factorily. We have bought all the big lots 
of pecans on the market and the people) 
who sold them have made money. The in- 
Vesiment by the people we represent is a 
risky one, but they are confident they will 
‘do well. Such a deal in nuts was neve! 
‘known in any market.”

FIGHT AGAINST RIVER POLLUTION. 


St. Louis will have to be up and doing if she is to win the 
fi<cht against Chicago's attempt to disgorge its vile and vast 
sewage product into the Mississippi. 

The fight will be a hard one because of the loose way in 
which the courts of law have treated the question of river 
pollution. 

There is a general proposition in law that no one has the 
right to pollute a stream to the detriment of riparian pro- 
prietors. 

But the courts have held that a municipal corporation is 
not liable for casting sewage into a stream by a properly con- 
structed systein uf sewerage, unless it is made so by statute. 
‘And a later decision, although holding the city liable. does so 
only in case the system of sewerage is defective or the cost 
of purifying the sewage is too great. An Indiana court even 
went so far as to hold that a municipal corporation is nat 
Hable “in the absence of malice,"’ when it has failed to con- 
Btruct the sewers properly. As if the great questions of 
Sanitation and the careless poisoning of thousands of human 

beings hed anything to do with malicious intent or the 
reverse! ° 

Tt is evident that St. Louis can expect little benefit from 
legal proceedings to stop Chicago in her selfish course. We 
must enlist the aid of Congress.

I 
jumped out in my wrapper, and, without 
stopping to put on my shoes, and threw 
open the door. There on the corner ‘iear 
Dr. Robert’s church ] saw two men dart- 
ing into an alley, while two other men, one 
of whom was evidently a would-be robber, 
and the other his intended victim, were 
eyeing each other, and each seeming to be 
trying to get an advantage, yet fearing to 
make the first move. 

** *There’ll be a murder.there if I don’t 
do something,’ I said to myself, and I hur- 
ried over to the scene, 

* ‘Get a policeman, lady,’ said the vic- 
tim to me. He tried to tell me all about 
it. I stopped him with: 

‘**Never mind, now. Keep your eye on 
your man, Somebody will come.’ Across 
the etreet was an o.d man Seliing papers, 
who seemed to want to help but realized 
that his age handicapped him. All this 
time the two men kept looking intently at 
each other. It seemed as though the 
robber had decided to keep guard over | 
his victim until] his two confederates had 
escaped, relying on the eariy morning 
hours and the scarcity of people on the 
street to assist him in getting away at 
the last minute. His nerve almost par- 
alyzed me. The victim held his hand on 
his overcoat pocket as though ready to 
draw a pistol and every now and then 
warned the robber by saying:
